‘Lights. differ greatly in their 
strength. The Gt. Orme’s Head light, 
for instance, beside Llandudno, is 
visible twenty-four miles off in clear 
\weather. The Flamborough Head 
light shows for twenty-one miles, the 
Cromer light for twenty-three. The 
Cape Wrath light, looking out on the 
stormy water round the north of 
Scotland, shows clear for twenty-sev- 
‘en miles, the longest distance at 
which any British light can be seen. 
The Eddystone can be scen for seven- 
; teen. - 

Some of the newer fashions in 
lighthouses are very curious. 

! The great Cape Wrath lighthouse, 
‘for instance, is to be rebuilt. At 
present it stands on a mighty cliff 
four hundred feet above the sea, and 
is frequently hidden in fog. ‘The new 
light will be a quarter of a mile fur- 
ther out on a low-lying storm-gswept 
eef. The waters there are so danger- 
‘ous that the nsual steam-tender is 
out of the question, ° 
So a great shaft-is to be dug of the 
cliff-head. From the foot of this shaft 
\a covered way of reinforced concrete 
} ‘will run out along the top of the reef 
ito the new light, the gaps being 
| crossed by steel girders enclosed in 
‘concrete to keep them frem being eat- 
len away by the spray. A lift at the 
land end and a narrow-gauge line 
for supplies will make the new Cape 
'Wrath lighthouse the only one in the 
world with a tube of its own. 
| A new idea in lighthouses that has 
caught on greatly of recent years 
| might be called that of the ‘‘fake’’ 
‘lighthouse. Its technical name is the 
‘“apparent” light. It is used for-econ- 
,omy’s sake, where a light is wanted 
‘on a dangerous sunken reef, and 
;Wwhere the building of a proper ligt t- 
‘house would be a very risky and a 
very expensive job. 
_ A-small sizé lighthUise is fitted up 
instead. But tho lantern has no light 
‘of its own. It only collects and re- 
flects by means of a mirror and lenses 
the powerful beams of a hidden light 
on shore. ,

fog. By the use of what is called the 
radiocompass bewildered ships can 
get their exact bearings by wireless 
messages from lighthouses. 

Another new idea is submarine sig- 

nalling. Sound signals, travel far 
‘better under water than over it. These 
‘submarine bells can be heard ten 
miles away in rough weather and 
twenty in smooth. 
; The bells are struck by powerful 
‘clappers being worked by electricity. 
|As showing the spread of submarine 
‘signalling, it may be mentioned that 
jeleht years ago only one ship was 
'provided with submarine ears, while 
now there are over nine hundred. 


Only Sixty-Nine Years Ago. 

It was not until 1844 that a law 
was passed in England compelling 
every railway line to run one train 
each way daily, conveying passen- 
gers in covered carriages, at the rate 
of a penny (two cents) a mile. The 
ordinary speed was to be 12 miles 
an hour. In those days,’’ writes 
J. C. Wright, ‘‘there were three 
classes. The third-class eoach was lit- 
tle better than a cattle truck. It had 
no roof and no seats. Into this the 
Passengers were packed and had to 
stand during tho whole journey, or, if 
thore was room, to squat on the floor, 
expoged to the rain or sun and bom- 
‘garded by sparks emitted from the 
engine. Second-class passengers were 
kindly advised to provide themselves 
with gauze spectacles and to sit as 
far from the engine as possible. As 
for lighting the carriages at night, 
no such ‘luxury was entertained.” 


Primitive Signalling. 


Of primitive railway signalling a 
curious example is given by Dr. John 
Kerr in ‘‘Memories Grave aud Gay.” 
He wished to take train at Ordens, a 
siding on the Banff branch line, and 
was instructed by one who knew the 
methods of that line ‘‘to go to the 
siding and as the train approached 
set fire to a newspaper and the train 
would stop.”’

Misunderstood “nstitution, 


For twenty-five years a lady called 
periodically at the offices of the Com- 
missioners for the Reduction of the 
“National Debt, and presented a little | 
claim for $6,500,000, which, she said, 
was. in Chancery. And many..other 
‘people cherish a similar delusion 
with regard to the great légal insti- 
tution’ which, unknown to them, 
touches their lives at many. points. 
They suppose it to be merely a de- 
posit for derelict gold. 

_ Phere are millions — hundreds of, 
millions——in Chancery; but the pro-' 


claimed is comparatively small. Own-, 
erless accounts, the records relating 
to which do not go back farther than 
1720, aggregate moré than five mil- 
lion dollars, and are, for the most 
part, relatively small in value. While 
{net one—and in all there are about 
3,000—is worth less than $250, one- 
half do not exceed $750 in value, and 
' only about one-twentieth exceed 
$5,000.. 

Substantial sums, however, are fre- 
quently recovered from Chancety, in 
some cases after the lapse of a very 
long period.. In 1893 a claim was 
successfully made to a fund which 
had been ‘in court since 1753. There 
was another curious. case in 1909 
when Chancery yielded up a fund it 
had held for 125 years. The amount 
—$3,500—represented the estate of 
a lady who was married in 1784, and 


_who disappeared on her wedding day.' 


Equally singular, but for another

years ago. After the estate of a cer- 
tain lady. had been in Chancery for a 
comparatively short ‘ime, a number 
of claimants came forward, and it 
was distributed among.them.

In 
consequence of losing a law suit, a 
Hampshire landowner abandoned his 
farm in a fit of pique, and for long 
afterwards it: was, with the excep- 
tion of one field, which was culti- 
vated by the vicar for his tithe, a 
melancholy waste. 


Famous for Poor Writing. 


The atrocious writing of celebrities 
recalls the claim once made on behalf 
of Baron Bramwell, a nected English- 
man, that he wrote three hands: 


“One which he alone could read, an- | 


other which his clerk could read and 
he couldn't, and ~ third which no- 
body could read,’’ and the last nam:d 
was his usual style.

‘As a rule, it is not the men born in 
affluent circumstances who (lo “the 
things that matter, but Marconi is an 
exception. 

It is, perhaps, not generally known 
that as a small boy he spent some 
' time at a school at Bedford. He is 

still remémbered there, For one 

| thing, he refused to learn writing as 
customarily taught at school He said 
it was absurd to make him waste 
time acquiring a style of handwriting 
which he would never use when 
| grown up. : 
| Similarly he outraged scholastic 
opinion by refusing to have anything 
to do with the parrot-like repetition 
of what he was told. 

He would work hard at anything 
| that interested him, such as physics. 
''But the masters might lead him ever 
so often to the pool of Latin and 
ireek grammar and he would not 
i drink. Possibly for this reason he 
, did not stay long at his English 

school, 
at the ‘iniversity of his native Bo- 
logua. 

| Here, again, he studted only what 
he chose to study. 

Electricity fascinated him. He was 
only sixteen or so when he installed 
| electric light, bells, etc., in his fath- 
| er’s house, and incidentally got him- 
self regarded by the local peasantry 
' as a sorcerer. . 
| Mr. Marconl, of course, has never 
| claimed to be, the discoverer of the 
phenomenon of electric ‘‘waves.”

The women taemselves, feel the 

need of some relaxation outside the 
daily routine.of the home. They rea- 
lize that to live to onc’s self, in a 
daily round, without change, is not to 
grow, also that itis selfish;, that every- 
one hag something to give out to oth- 
ers, just as there is something to be 
got.from others and that, therefore, 
communication with others is growth; 
‘that ‘monotony and stagnation are. in- 
siduous foes, preying upon mind and 
body and must be fought against. In- 
terchange, of opinion on household 
thatters gives a fresh interest and an 
added zest in the pursuit of those dut- 
ies, The housewife i3 learning that 
thefe is unlimited scope for the ex- 
ercise’ of intelligence in the perform- 
ance of her duties, such as was not 
dreamed of a few years ago. 
' And/ with the broadening of mind 
goes the broadening of sympathies. 
Not only the home, but the community 
becomes her charge. Not cnly must 
her own'be protected from disease- 
breeding conditions, evil influences, 
etc., but other people’s families must 
also be protected. Is there anything 
that works for the beaefit or. enjoy- 
ment of the community? Are we co- 
operating with the teacher in his ef- 
forts to surround his pupi‘s with what 
is healthful and beautiful; in his ef- 
forts to educate then wisely nd well. 
These are questions, and there are 
many more of them, that have been 
answered in no. uncertain way by the 
women of,the Homemakers’: Clubs. 

If anyono doubted the good results 
achieved ‘he had need but to be pre 
sent at the Convention of Homemak- 
ers’ held at the University the latter 
part of May of this year. 
women gave ample proof of what they 
were capable of. doing and what they, 
had done. The speeches delivered 
were of the finest sart, both <3 to mat- 
ter and delivery, Accounts. of work 
accomplished by the several » clubs 
were matters for surprise and even 
wonder: All who heard were, filled 
with respect anu sympithy and here- 
after the women can be sure of the 
help and support of those outside the 
Clubs who know and understand, par- 
ticularly of those interested in matters 
of education. 

And it is not only thropgh the Home- 
makers’ Club that the University of 
Saskatchewan is hoiding out its .ands 
to help the women of the province. 
There was begun last June, what is 
to become an established. institution, 
viz., a short course in Household Sci- 
énce for those who wish to take ad- 
vantage of it. The course includes 
cookery, laundry; home nursing, dairy 
and poultry subjects, nature study, 
and wil probably extend itself as 
time goes on. And there is the pro- 
mise of still more as soon as the Uni- 
versity, with so many new things to 
take hold of, can make it practicable.

‘don. It is also generally recognized 
‘that only “Pop” may wear “pumps” 
in the streéts.- . 

The new boy has a great deal to 
learn in, the way of names of per- 
sons, pliices, and things, At Eton a 
brother Etonian is always known as a 
“Fellow,” whereas at Winchester he 
is called a ‘‘mar.” A swell is always 
called a “Blood.” The lamp-post in 
the middle of. the college is known by 
both masters and boys as ‘‘The, Burn- 
ing Bush.” A boy that goes in for 
boating is known as a ‘‘Wet-bob,” 
and. one that takes up orleket a “Dry-: 

Pupil-ronm, the -room which each 
tutof has for his small pupils, is com- 
monly known as ‘‘puppy-hole’”’ for 
obvious reasons. There are many 
other terms peculiar to Eton, for in- 
stance, ‘‘Sock’”’ is the term for ‘‘tuck” 
of all kinds.
